Rusk Slates 
Talks With 11. 
Ministers

NEW YORK (AJ») -. Secfctafy 


of State Dean Rusk and Spain's 
foreign minister talked over the 
issue of U.S. bases in Spain to- 
day but apparently came to no 
agreement. 


Spain's Fernando Castiella was 


the first of a string of 11 foreign 
ministers coming by to see Rusk 
during the day as Rusk began 
wide consultations with leaders 
attending the U.N. General As- 
sembly's fall session, 


Castiella said after aft hour's 


discussion with Rusk that the two 
had gone over subjects coming up 
in the! U; N. debaW and items out- 
standing between Spain and the 
United States. 


This included the question of 


U.S. basesi in Spain but nothing 
concrete was decided, he told 
newsmen. 


The United States wants a long- 


term renewal of the deal under 
which it has operated several 
large air 
and1 naval bases in 


Spain. The Spanish, seeking more 
economic and political benefits 
than Washington wants to pro- 
vide, have been extending the 
base rights only on a temporary 
basis. 
, 


The six foreign ministers from 


Central America—Guatemala,, El 
Salvador, Nicaragua, 
Honduras, 


Costa Rica and Panama—planned 


to visit Rusk ifi a group at 5 p.m. 
EDf. 


Other foreign ministers were 


coming by almost every hour on 
the hour during the working day 
to chat with Rusk at 'he headquar- 
ters of the U.S. mission to the 
AJnited Nations, across the street 
from the U.N. headquarters. 


The secretary's visitors Includ- 


ed the foreign ministers of Spain, 
Peru, Ireland, Brazil and Nigeria. 
Rusk and the U.S. delegation also 
were lunching at the United Na- 
tions as guests of Secretary-Gen- 
eral U Thant. 


Rusk arrived from Washington 


over the weekend to talk for the 
next 10 days with as many as 
possible of the 70 or so foreign 
leaders attending the fall session 


of the U.N. General Assembly. ^ 


Rusk's most important discus- 


sions, with Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei A. Gromyko, are ex- 
pected late this week. They will 
meet then to see what further 
East-West accords are possible as 
a followup to the limited nuclear 
test-ban treaty. 


In a speech Sunday at the dedi- 


cation of a church building oppo- 
site the U.N. grounds, Rusk said^ 
"I do not see on the immediate 
horizon dramatic and sweeping- 
solutions to divisive and danger- 
ous problems, but we must work 
at them steadily,, patiently, and 
ceaselessly. 


"Small steps arc worth taking
